Once 
more Bahri Pasha is the disturbing 
element. This notorious official made 
himself so conspicuous by his cruelty 
to Armenians and mal-administration 
of his district whem Governor of Van 
that the British ambassador insisted 
upon his removal. After considerable 
correspondence, the plain evidence of 
the Pasha’s unfitness for his position 
having been furnished to the Sultan, 
the latter removed the Pasha. Bahri, 
however, brought the strongest influ- 
ence to bear upon Abdul Hamid, pro- 
tested his innocence and claimed the 
removal was brought about by the in- 
trigues of Armenians and eventually 
was not only forgiven, but decorated

| Soon after, it was rumored that Bahri 
Pasha was to be a nted to command 
a large force of Turkish troops lying 
concentrated at Marash, for a move- 
ment against Zettoun, which is held 
by the Armenians who captured the 
Turkish garrison, consisting of about 
four hundred men, This report raised 
such a storm of indignation in diplo- 
matic and other Gircles here that the 
plan was abandoned. Now, however, 
Bahri Pasha has been appointed mili-

That the 
sweeping out of the present cabinet is 
contemplated nobody doubts, The Brit- 
ish fleet is still at Salonica and the 
French and Italian fleets at Smyrna,

AN HARMONIOUS AGREEMDBPNT. 

PARIS, Nov. 21.—At the cabinet coun- 
cil this morning the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, M. Berthelot, said the informa- 
tion he recived from the various sources 
did not justify the alarmist reports of 
the French press. The agreement be- 
tween the powers, he added, was re- 


vealing itself with the utmost clearness 
and persistency. 


IN THE HUNGARIAN ; DIET. 
BUDA PESTH, Nov. 21.—In the Diet 
today. replying to a question regard- 

ing the situation in Asa Minor, Premier 
Baron Banffy said the Porte displayed 
an earnest intention to restore tran- 
quil:ty in the disturbed districts and 
protect Christians. The Premier added 
that eomplete unanimity prevailed 
among the powers. They were deter- 
mined that peace and statu quo must 
be restored, and to this end their fleets 
had been sent to the Levant. Baron 
Banffy concluded: We have the re- 
assuring hope that Turkey will succeed 
in restoring order, in which task her 
efforts will certainly be supported by 
all the powers, which, without excep- 
tion, attach great importance to the 
Pmaintenance of a peaceful state of 
things.” 

A NOTABLE GATHERING. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—A large audi- 
ence assembled at Chickering Hall to- 
night at the call of the Armenian Re- 
lief Association to protest against Turk- 
ish barbarities and to appeal to the 
powers to protect Christians and Arme- 
nians in Turkey. President Seth Low 
of Columbia College presided and made 
a short address. Rev. Father Ducey 
made a speech and Varian Dillogan, an 
Armenian Christian who escaped the 
massacres of last summer, related his 
experience. 

Resolutions were adopted, asserting 
that the Sultan of Turkey had forfeited 
all right to rule over the Armenian peo- 
ple and urging this government to make 
every possible effort to induce the gov- 
ernments of christendom to put an end 
to the present state of affairs. 

THE SULTAN'S ORDERS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21+-That Sul- 
tan Abdul Hamid II is making efforts 
to quell the disturbances in the va- 
rious provinces of Turkey and intends 
to hold his subordinate officials strictly 
to account for future disorders, scems 
to be confirmed by the following cable 
received by the Turkish l*gation here 


today: 

“All news about plots against His 
Imperial Majesty, the Sultan, are abso- 
lutely and entirely false. I transmit 
you below the text of three telegrams 
that have been sent to the valis and to 
the military cOmmanders of those prov- 
inces where troubles lately took place 
and I beg of you to give them the wid- 
est publicity: 

“First, a telegram addressed to the 
governors-general of the villayets of 
Trebizond, Erzeroum, Bitlis, Van, Diar- 
bekir, Mamouretoul-Aziz, Sivas, Abanya 
and ‘Aleppo, dated November 15:

Telegrams addressed to the 
valis of Van, Bitlis, Erzeroum, Aleppo, 
Diarbekir, Trebizond, Sivas and Ma- 
mouretoul-Aziz, dated November 17: 

Although repeated instructions 
were given to you with the view of 
adjusting in your vilayet all necessary 
measures for preventing all possible 
troubles’ and all shedding of blood. 
and of forbidding, as well, that one 
class of the population attack the 
other, or that acts contrary to justice 
should occur, such cases continue, how- 
ever, to take place. One of the most 
important duties of valis being, ac- 
cording to the formal orders of His

Annual Report of United States Com- 
misisoner Miller. 
(ECULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The an- 
nual report of the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue as issued today shows 
the receipts from different sources 
during the last fiscal year as follows:

The total cost of collecting the reve- 
nue during the year was $4,127,601, a 
percentage as compared to revenue of 
2.88 per cent., as against 2.70 per cent. 
for the previous year. During the 
year 3309 violations of the internal 
revenue laws were reported by reve- 
nue agents; 789 persons have been ar- 
rested, property valued at $340,905 has 
been reported for seizure, and $139,660 
for assessment- for unpaid taxes and 
penalties. During the same period 1127 
stills were seized, 147 stills removed, 
871 persons arrested. One officer was 
killed and three others were wounded. 
Commissioner Miller estimates that 
the revenue for the present fiscal year 
will aggregate $165.000,000.

“IT am sorry this attitude was 
adopted and I strongly demur to being 
credited with charges I have not made. 
I greatly deprecate the introduction of 
personal element into the inquiry. I 
am afraid that, with the best of inten- 
tions, the New York Yacht Club in- 
quiry, after the lapse of two months, 
cannot possibly arrive at satisfactory 
results. As I have already offered, I 
will, at any inconvenience to myself, 
do the best to assist the club, even if 
it involves visiting America. The club 
will do its-utmost to sift the matter 
thoroughly and impartially. That is 
-quite certain. But, as, after all, my 
bona fides is of some little importance 
to me, I think it was perhaps super- 
fluous to endeavor in eloquent language 
to persuade the club that the honor of 
the Defender syndicate, of the club and 
the whole country depended upon the 
nature of their decision, : 

“It is the irony of fate that makes 
me the instrument of all this fuss. I 
have devoted much time and thought, 
have written volumes and have spent 
a great deal more than I can afford 
in trying to resuscitate the America’s 
cup from the limbo into which it had 
fallen. But now the hope is expressed 
in America that no challenge mey ever 
be received from any yacht club of 
which I am a member. I shall have to 
take my name off a considerable num- 
ber of clubs. I am also accused of 
desiring to insult the American nation. 
My ideas are not so large or ambitious. 
The contract is ever so much too big 
for me. 

“Is it not preposterously absurd that, 
after my long and close connection with 
America and the kindness and hospital- 
ity I have experienced at their hands, 
I could possibly desire to insult them, 
or after immense trouble and expense 
I should withdraw from a contest un- 
less I felt absolutely compelled to do 
so? I hope I can take a licking as well 
as any man, provided it is a fair one. 
I would have admitted that my ship 
was beaten had she been beaten on her 
merits. But fair conditions and a fair 
field are necessary to determine that 
question. I withdrew because I was 
certain it was my right as an individual 
and my duty as a sailing representative. 

“I did my level best to avoid friction 
or annoyance to anyone, and in my 
anxiety I dare say I somewhat weak- 
ened my own cause. If I have siftered 
by my natural anxiety to avoid giving 
offense to people for whom I entertain 
only feelings of respect and affection, I} 
do not regret it. But the good opinion } 
of those among whom I live is very} 
precious to me. I cannot tell you how 
deeply I am touched by your expres- 
sion of sympathy and confidence.

THE PITIABLE CASE 
HANNIZAN. 


nie ia Acquitted of the Murder of His 
Sister’s Betrayer, Only to Find 
His Father Dead and His 914 
Blind Mother Dying—Public 
pathy Intense. 


r TELEGRAPH To THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) David F. Hannigan, who killed 
Solomon H. Mann, his sister’s betrayer, 
was acquitted by a jury at 11:36 o'clock 
tonight. Thirty minutes earlier his 
father died, having with his last breath 
asked for tidings of his son, it being 
his one declared wish that he might live 
to hear of Dave's acquittal.” Hanni- 
gan’s blind mother is lying at, death's 
door, having been in an unconscious 
condition for tourteen hours. 

When the court opened this morning, 
Assistant District Attorney McIntyre 
resumed his address to the jury , He 
made a strong argument for conviction, 
which, however, was somewhat weak- 
ened by his honest avowal that he, as a 
man, had the highest admiration for 
the defendant. He concluded at 3 
o’clock, when Justice Ingraham began 
to charge the jury. He said it would be 
a disgrace and a dishonor to the people 
if the defendant was not convicted it 
he were guilty. He then went on to 
say that no desire to revenge himself, 
no matter how strong the impulses or 
how terrible the injury suffered, was an 
excuse for one man to kill another. The 
Justice spoke for one hour and twen 
minutes. 5 

The jury went out at 5 o’clock.’ At! 
o’clock it had reached no agreement 
An attendant was instructed to an 
nounce a recess and the jury was taken 
out for dinner. Then it returned; and 
at 11:35 o'clock, announced a verdict 0! 
acquittal. An attempt at a demonstra- 
tion was quickly repressed by the Jus- 
tice in the courtroom, but as soon at 
the news of the verdict reached the 
streets thousands voiced their approval 
with cheers. All up and down Broad. 
way the news spread, and everywhere it 
was received with satisfaction 

Seldom has a man on trial for his life 
had so completely the public sympathy 
as had Hannigan. Thé circumstances 
surrounding the death of his sister, the 
brazen effrontery of her betrayer before 
David wreaked vengeance upon him 
the suffering cf his wife and sisters, 
the collapse of his sturdy old father 
while on the witness stand, the simila: 
collapse of his old and blind mother, 
and finally his own bearing during the 
weeks, all have made him friends, Buj 
his punishment is none the less great, 
He goes from his cell tonight a free 
man, but penniless, and so broken iz 
health that his death in the near future 
is likely. At his home he finds his 
father dead and mother dying—both oi 
shame and misery. It is probable that 
an attempt will be made to raise 4 
fund by public subscription for his ben. 
efit, but it is doubtful if he will accept 
it. 

The circumstances that led up to 
the dramatic incidents of tonight are 
briefly told. Solomon Mann was 
importer and jobber in ladies 
goods and trimmings. In his employ 
was Loretta Hannigan, a very pretty 
young woman, who was really a belle 
among her associates. Mann laid 
siege to her heart, won her and mis- 
led her. While dying she identified 
Mann as the author of her trouble. 
He made no attempt at denial, -and 
turned from her with a smile of de. 
rision. At that moment David Hanni- 
gan sprang from the bedside of his 
dying sister, and made a desperate at- 
tempt to kill her seducer. With diffi- 
culty was he restrained, and the re- 
volver taken from him. ee 

Several weeks later he. met Mann 
upon the street, and, with a single cry 
of warning, that his victim might 
recognize him, sent a bullet into his 
brain. He was arrested without an at- 
tempt on his part to escape, and was 
speedily brought to trial. The hear- 
ing of the case has lasted nearly two 
months. The defense was emotional 
insanity, and upon that acquittal was 
secured. Although free, Hannigan 1s 
nominally still under restraint. To- 
morrow he will be taken to Bellevue 
Hospital for examination as to his 
sanity, this being made necessary by

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 21.—The Bee 
this evening publishes the complete 
confession of Ivan Kovalev, the con- 
victed murderer of Weber and his wife. 

Olga Gordenko, 
a Russian woman, who tried to assist 
him, to the extent that his neck might 

In the confession, among other 
things, he said that, as God was his 
Witness, he did not feel as if he had 
committed murder, but on the first oc- 
casion when Mrs. Gordenko called on 
him and asked him for what crime he 
had been sentenced to hard labor for 
life in Siberia, he answered that it was 
for murder. Kovalev admitted that 
he was in San Jose at the time of the 
attempted robbery of Grocer Dowdi- 
gan, with Tscherbakoff and Zakrew- 
ski. Kovalev said alsa that Tscher- 
bakoff was very often out late at 
night while they were in Sacramento, 
bringing stolen goods to the camp in 
the lumber yards on the city front. 
He believed that Tscherbakoff was en- 

ed in committing burglaries and 
robberies. 

The defense had many witnesses sub- 
poenaed by compulsory process to im- 
peach the testimony of Photographer 
Stevens, should he go on the stand for 
the. prosecution, to establish a very 
strong link in the evidence on the point 
that Kovalev threw’ Mrs. Weber’s 
watch away in the City Prison closet. 
The defense expected these witnesses 
to testify that Stevens has been known 
by the aliases of Lavroff and Perrel- 
man, but the prosecution did not put 
Stevens on the stand. For that reason, 
when the prosecution announced its 
case closed, the defense had no further 
use for these witnesses. 


NEWS FROM KOREA. 


The. Palace Massacre—A Possible 
Conflict With Russia. 
MPGCULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO; Nov 21. — The 
steamer Rio de Janeiro arrived today 
from Yokohama and Hong Kong. No 
confirmation could be obtained of the 
stories brought to Victoria by the 
steamer Empress of China that the 
Queen of Korea had been burned in oil. 
The Japan Mail, under date of Novem- 

ber 5,. says: 


“Before the coup d’etat took place, 
the Queen of Korea was secretly ma- 
turing 4 political scheme involving the 
murder of no less than 120 persons of 
the opposite faction. A list of the in- 
tended victims had been drawn up. 
After the wholesale massacre of her 
opponents, it was her purpose to reject 
Japan’s friendly assistance and invoke 
that of Russia. The discovery of this 
scheme, though the most terrible part 
of it does not seem to have been at first 
known, led the Tai Won Kun and his 
followers to take a sudden and decisive 
step to prevent the intended revolution 
from being carried out.” 

* e Korean Minister of the House- 
hold has issued a proclamation an- 
nouncing the intended selection of a 
new consort for the King. According 
to a time-honored custom, the issue of 
this: proclamation has the effect of pro- 
hibiting, for the time being, the mar- 
riage of all girls between 13 and 17 
throughout the country. Thirty or 
forty girls are to be nominated, and 
from among them will be first selected 
three; and on one of the three the final 
choice will fall. . « 

Arrests still continue among those 
suspected of being implicated in the 
murder of the Korean Queen. These 
arrests comprise Viscount Miura, the 
late Japanese Minister to that: court, 
and all the members wf the legation, to- 
gether with other Japanese officials in 
Seoul, besides a number or private in- 
dividuals. The preliminary investiga- 
tions have been commenced in Hiro- 
shima, where the accused are impris- 

ned.

A SCANDAL OF MAGNITUDE. 


Drummer Marx Elopes With an Al- 
leged Norwegian Princess. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT ) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. .21.—Behind 
the arrest of Max Marx, alias Benny 
Martin, last Monday, on a charge of 
adultery, there seems to be a scandal 
‘which embraces two continents, and a 
romance which reaches a family of 
royal blood in far-away Norway. At 
least this is so if any faith may be 
placed on the representations of the 
woman in the case, who is a handsome 
and buxom blonde, with dash and. 
money. Marx was formerly a drum- 
mer for the Lancaster Silver Plating 
Company of Lancaster, Pa., drawing a 
salary of $300 per month. He was 
married to a Lancaster woman, and

the issue of the marriage consists of 
four children. 
About two years Marx became 
acquainted with a Norwegian woman 
in New York named Marguerite Kneud- 
son, who, it is said, claims to be of 
royal Norwegian blood. Margery was 
then a woman of experience, and of 
considerable means. The experience is 
said to have consisted of a liaison 
with a wealthy New Yorker, whom 
she induced to desert wife and family 
for the sake Of living with her. After 
she had acquired some $40,000 or 80 of 
his money, 86 the story goes, he com- 
mitted suicide in a fit of remorse and 
despair. The Kneudson woman's sea- 
son of mourning was, however, brief, 
for she seems to have found as ardent 
a lover in Marx as she had in the 
man who had grown weary of life. 
When he left New York on a busi- 
ness trip to Europe Marguerite Kneud- 
son went with him, the two being 
known as Mr. and Mrs. Henry Martin. 
They visited Paris, Berlin, Dresden, 
Vienna and other European cities be- 
fore their return, living in a luxurious 
style. On coming back to the United 
States the “Martins” temporarily sep- 
arated, she taking up her residence in 
an elegant establishment, which she 
furnished out of her own exchequer, 
and he, resuming the name and char- 
acter of Max Marx, returned to his 
wife and family in the role of model 
husband and father. Last September 
Marx said that he had a business call 
to Philadelphia, and, bidding his wife 
and four children good-by, 3 
tensibly for the Quaker City. e 
Philadelphia trip was, however, a 
sham. Marx went straight to the ~ 4 
pinwall-bound steamer in New York, 
where he was joined by the Norwe- 
gian Princess, who had in the mean 
time broken up housekeeping an 
“stored” her furniture. The two then 
booked for California as “Henry Mar- 
tin and wife.”

But a Nemesis was on the track of 
the guilty pair in tte person of Her- 
nard, who, after accumulating enough 
evidence to establisa the illicit rela- 
tions between Marx and Marguerite 
Kneudson, decided to have the former 
arrested, and procured a warrant for 
that purpose. It was intended to make 
the arrest on Friday last, but Merx 
was warned by someone of his danger 
and he and the Princess suddenly dis- 
appeared from the Palace. Bernard 
discovered, however, that they bad 
gone to Oakland, and he finally found 
Marx there, told him what he was 
after, that a warrant was out for his 


Arrest and that it would be served un- 


less he made suitable provision for his 
wife and children in Lancaster, who 
were in a destitute condition. Marx 
was apparenty favorable to the plan 
that would relieve him from the odium 
of arrest and exposure, and is said to 
have sent $200 to his family. 
Bernard insists, however, that ample 
provision shall. be made for them. 
Pending the consummation of these 
arrangements for Marx’s family, “Mr. 
and Mrs. Martin’ came back from 
Oakland and were booked at the Bald- 
win. On Monday Marx became ob- 
streperous and ugly and abusive, and 
he was placed under arrest and subse- 
quently released on bail. Since Marx’s 
arrest “Mr. and Mrs. Henry Martin” 
have left the Baldwin and “Mrs. Mar- 
tin,“ otherwise the Norwegian Prin- 
cess, Margeurite Kneudson, has dis- 
appeared from town. Marx is now out 
on $250 pending his preliminary ex- 
amination, which will take place next 
Monday. 

. THE SPRECKELS SUIT. 

It Must not be Prosecuted in 
Hawaiian Republic. 

MEVULA’ ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 21.—Judge 
Bahrs of the Superior Court of San 
Francisco today, upon application of 
Delmas and Shortridge, 
granted an injunction to Claus 
Spreckeis, restraining the Hawaiian 
Commercial and Sugar Company and 
its directors from prosecuting a suit 
in the republic of Hawaii against 
Claus Spreckels. 

This is but another phase of the fight 
which has been going on for nearly 
two years between the two sons of 
Claus Spreckels, Rudolph and C. A. 
Spreckels. 
ever, has the novelty of being the 
only thing of its kind ever done in an 
American court. 

The particular object of the injunc- 
tion is to prevent the Hawaiian Com- 
mercial Company, of which C. A. 
Spreckels is the principal owner, from 
suing Claus Spreckels, his father, in 
the Hawaiian courts for the ownership 
of 6000 acres of Jand on the Island of 
Maui, on which the sugar company 
owns 18,000 of the original 24,000 acres 
granted to Claus Spreckels by the 
Hawaiian Kingdom in 1882. The Ha- 
wallan Commercial Company began 
the suit against Claus Spreckels on 
October 1, this year, in Honolulu. As 
the sugar company is a California cor- 
poration, and as the laws of the Cali- 
fornia corporation would have to be 
considered in the determination 
certain litigation, Claus Spreckels 
holds that the son has no right to sue 
him in the Honolulu court. 

It is expected that the directors of 
the Hawaiian Commercial Co ny 
will in a few days bring an acti to 
dissolve the injunction on the ground 
that no court in this country has a 
right to prevent a citizen or corpora- 
tion of this State from obtaining jus- 
tice in a foreign court. There is no 
precedent for Judge Bahrs’s action in 
granting the injunction, except that 
sometimes the courts of one of the 
United States grants an injunction re- 
straining a litigant from bringing suit 
in another State.

Can be Seen Without a Telescope in 
a Few Weeks. 

MEGULAR ASSOCIATED TRESS REPORT.) 
SAN JOSE, Nov. 21.—The following

It is now 
one and one-half times as far from the 
earth as the sun is, but the distance is 
growing smaller. It must not be as- 
sumed, however, that the visitor is 
coming close to the earth.” 


A DYNAMITE BATTERY. 


San Francisco Now Has The Largest 
in the World. 
MBEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.» 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 21.—The bat- 
tery of dynamite guns which stretches 
along the bluffs south of Fort Point 
for nearly a mile is now ready to deal 
out destruction to any invading navy 
that may appear within three miles of 
the Golden Gate. The great guns stare 
up at the blue sky from behind steep 
bulwarks. They look not unlike great 
frogs ready to spring into the ocean. 
Lieut. Miley, who has charge of the 
battery, says that this battery which 
defends the chief harbor of the Pacific 
Coast, is the largest battery in the 
world. There is another located at 
Sandy Hook, near the entrance to New 
York harbor, but it contains only one 
eight-inch and two fifteen-inch guns. 
During the past two days experiments 
have been made with the guns. No 
shells have been fired except with a lim 
ited amount of powder to test the air- 
compressing plant by which the pro- 
jectiles are hurled from the guns. 
During- the first week in December 
an official test will be made of the 
guns before Gen. Graham and all the 
officers stationed at the Presidio, and 
the neighboring military posts. Shells 
will be used and the guns will be 
tested as if in actual warfare. 


POISONED WINE. 


Mrs. Kate Dekardie Dead—Her Hus- 
band Recovering. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 21-—Mrs. 
Kate Dekardie was found dead in her 
bed this morning from strychnine pois- 
oning. Her husband was apparently 
unconscious, though still living. De- 
kardie afterward recovered sufficiently 
to state that he had purchased a bot- 
tle of wine last night. He drank scme 
last night. This morning he drank 
some more. His wife also drank some, 
and, as she was making coffee, fell to 
the floor in spasms. Dekardie was 
taken to the Receiving Hospital, 
where he had convulsions. No one else 
was in the rooms occupied by the pair. 

The police are certain that murder 
has been committed, and look with sus- 
picion on the statement of the husband. 
Chief Crowley says he does not under- 
stand how the wife died after drinking 
a thimbleful of the stuff, when her hus- 
band drank freely out of the same bot- 
tle both last night and this morning, 
and is now apparently recovering. Cir- 
cumstances surrounding the case are 
most peculiar. The couple were married 
two years ago, and the husband says 
they lived happily together. 


THE COLD WAVE. 


High Northerly Winds With Snow 
and Frost Predicted. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Noy. 21.—The lo- 
cal forecast official of the United States 
Weather Bureau has issued the follow- 
ing special cold-wave bulletin: 
“Special reports received today state 
that a cold wave of considerable se- 
verity is sweeping down on Utah and 
Nevada. It will cause a fall of more 
than 30 deg. in temperature, and will 
probably be accompanied by high nor- 
therly winds and snow Friday night. 
The Eastern section of California and 
the central valleys have been warned 
that frosts are probable Saturday 
morning. Along the California Coast 
signals are flying for northwest gales. 
Snow is likely to fall in Northern Ari- 
zona by Saturday morning, and frosts 


in Southern Arizona by Saturday or 
Sunday.” 


Pelagic Fur Sealskins. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 21.—A report 
of the sex anti number of the pelagic 
fur sealskins landed at this port this 
season has been prepared by Deputy 
Collector Newton S. Farley and has 


been submitted to Collector Wise for 


transmission to Washington. The re- 
port shows that 1530 males, 4298. females, 
and 295 skins of which the sex could 
not be determined, were landed here. 
The large percentage of females cap- 
tured is very noticeable, and if thé 
same proportion is captured in the next 
few years, the seal herds will be greatly 
diminished, if not entirely exterminated. 


MeNear Buys Flour Mills. 


VALLEJO, Nov. 21.—George W. Me- 
Near of San Francisco has hought the 
flourmills and warehouses of the Starr 
Milling Company. He has had a lease 
of the property since last June, and up 
to the present time has been ing 
the mill at South Vallejo at one-half 
its capacity. Now the output and the 
hands employed are to be doubled. This 
means that over one hundred men will 
have steady employment, and 2500 bar- 
rels of flour will be turned out daily. 


A Hold-up at Freestone. 

PETALUMA, Nov. 21.—There was a 
bold hold-up robbery of the village 
grocery store at Freestone, four miles 
from Valley Ford, about’ eight miles 
from Petaluma, at 6:30 o’clock last 
night. The owner of the store is L. P. 
Ward. Two men entered, both wear- 
ing handkerchiefs, one carrying two 
revolvers, the other a shotgun. A man 
named Richardson in the store was 
given a few seconds to decide whether 
to give up the money in the safe or 
take his chances for life. He handed 
over $500 and other valuables. The 
robbers then rode off.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. A. — The 
strongest and most outspoken expres- 
sions of sympathy for Cuba yet made in 
thiscity were heard tonight at a me ting 
at the Academy of Music under the aus- 
pices of the Philadelphia Brigade and 
in aid of their Antictam monument 
fund. The speakers were Gov. Mat- 
thews of Indiana, Gen. Gonzzlio de 
Quesada, secretary of the revolutionory 
party in the United States, and Capt. 
W. W. Kerr, owner of the steamer 
Laurada. Strong resolutions were 
adopted calling upon Congress immedi- 
ately after convening to request Presi- 
dent Cleveland to recognize the Cuban 
republic without delay. Gen. Palma, 
minister plenipotentiary of the ‘“cvban 
republic, and a number of prominent 
local Cubans were present. 

Gov. Matthews said in part: 

“The pages of history no where re- 
veal more atrocious crimes against hu- 
manity, more cruel warfare or wicked 
oppression, more examples of outraged 
truth and justice nor greater crimes 
against all Christian civilization than 
have marked the Spanish misrule and 
despotism in Cuba. A gem upon the 
sea, it would have been a mine of 
wealth to its possessors through the 
fostering care of home rule, and would 
have well replenished the depleted 
treasury of a decayed and effete na- 
tion. But the reverse has been true. 
With but selfish greed of revenue, 
Cuba has been drained and robbed and 
despoiled, until, in the destruction of 
her own prosperity, crushing out 
hopes and ambitions and energies o 
her people, she scarcely yields a reve- 
nue to the greedy oppressor. 

“Debt upon debt has accumulated, 
reaching the enormous sum of over 8100 
per capita. The system of taxation is 
the most oppressive, brutal and de- 
grading ever instituted by any gov- 
ernment. Burdensome taxes are laid 
upon all trade, upon every industry 
and enterprise, upon public and do- 
mestic life, upon the home, the cradle 
and the grave. Its exercise breeds cor- 
ruption and bribery in the public of- 
ficial and the inhabitant, excluded from 
holding even the humblest office, is 
robbed of the last remnant of poHtical, 
civil and religious liberty. All revenues 
derived from taxes must flow to Spain 
through Spanish officials and there the 
Cuban must pay: for the privilege of 
both buying and selling. For nearly 400 
years has it been so, with nothing ex- 
pended for Cuba’s benefit, her taxes 
only serving to furnish means for still 
greater oppression, and to more firmly 
rivet the chains which bound her in 

er degredation and shame. 

“The wrongs against which we re- 
belled were not half so grevious, nor 
the barbarous cruelties not nearly so 
great, and yet the same great prin- 
ciples are involved that aroused to ac- 
tion our fathers in 1776. Yet, with all 
disadvantages, the Cuban patriot has 
been brave and has fought a good 
fight. Her sons have inhaled the at- 
mosphere of this liberty-loving coun- 
try, and their souls have been en- 
kindled with the fires which we have 
lighted. There is presented to us a 
question which we cannot well es- 
cape, a cry coming across the waters 
for sympathy and for aid, to which we 
cannot much longer close our ears and 
hearts. 

“This appeal comes direct to us. There 
are appeals for help at times when it 
becomes almost crime not to stretch out 
the hand with needed aid—when aid 
and encouragement means salvation, 
life, peace and happiness, and their re- 
fusal is sorrow, suffering, degradation 
and death. 

“Let not my words be construed into 
reflection or criticism on our govern- 
ment. I have an abiding faith in the 
eternal principles of our goverrment 
and in the courage, the justice and the 
wisdom of the men whom we have 
chosen to direct its affairs. In good 
time they will do that which seems to 
them right, and just, and wise, and rec- 
ognize the duty and obligation resting 
upon the great r lic of the world. 
When it is asked that belligerent rights 
be heartily and spkedily accorded to the 
long-suffering defenders of Cuban free- 
dom, itis that they may have a broader 
opportunity to present their claims to 
the world, and be subject to the rules of 
civilized warfare. With these accorded. 
the question of independence will te one 
of after consideration, when bravely 
and worthily merited. What clcim, 1 
ask, has Spain upon the further indul- 
gencevof the civilized nations of man- 
kind? It would at least be difficult to 
conceive that any form of govern- 
ment could be worse for Cuba than that 
which she would now spurn. Nor is the 
question of annexation to be considered 


at this time, nor whether Cuba may 


place another star upon the blue fieid 
of our national flag. It is the pure, 
more unselfish question of national 11, 
erty, of human rights and of road 
humanity. 


We, as a government, with high re- 


gard for national honor and national 
dignity, may be reserved, conservative, 
and diplomatic, but as individual citi- 
zens we may span the dividing weters 
with a hopeful, generous sympathy and 
bid godspeed to the Cuban patriot in his 
sublime hope and his holy ambition. His 
cause is just, the right shall prevail, 


and in God's own time Cuba will he 
free.“ 


SPANISH BUTCHERS.. 

TAMPA (Fla.,) Nov. 21.—Col. Fer- 
nando Figuerdo, the Cuban leader of 
this city, is in receipt of a letter from 
Havana, giving details of atrgcities 
committed by Spaniards in Matan- 
zas province. 

Col. Melino, who commands a Span- 
ish regiment, recently encountered the 
advance guard of Gomez's army in 
Matanzas and was defeated. While 
soldiers under Melino were in retreat 
they met a group of women and chil- 
dren near a little town called Cayo 
Pino. As the soldiers passed, one of 
women made a sneering remark ut 
the Spaniards. The remark was over- 
heard by the soldiers, and so enraged 
them that they fell upon the women 
and children and butchered every one 
of them. There were ten women and 
about a dozen children in the group. 
The letter says that the Spaniards, 
after shooting. down their victims, 
stabbed them with bayonets, inflict- 
ing the most horrible wounds. One 
baby was killed at its mother’s breast, 
and the bullet that passed through the 
infant also killed the mother. 

Col. Métino made no report of the 
butchery, but it happened that two of 
the women murdered were wives of 
Spaniards engaged in the sawmill 
business in Matanzas. When the hus- 
bands learned how their loved ones 
had been butchered they wrote to Mar- 
tinez de Campos, informing him of the 
horrible affair, and demanded that 
Col. Melino be punished. It is said

DYNAMITED A TRAIN. 

HAVANA, Nov. 21.—Gen. Maximo 
Gomez, the insurgent leader, has cap- 
tured Fort Palyeo on the River Zaca, 
in the province of Santa Clara. 

While the train conveying Gen. 
Suarez Valdez was near Santa Rita, 
province of Santa Clara, today, the in- 
surgents fired a dynamite shell at it, 
blowing up four wagons and an engine. 
Two soldiers were seriously injured, 
and twelve slightly wounded. The car 
in which the general was riding was 
not injured. He went on horseback to 
Esperanza. 

NEW YORKERS IN LIMBO. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—By letter 
from Nassau, Island of New Provi- 
dence, in the Bahamas, comes a cry 
from four citizens of New York, Ger- 
aldo Domenech, Severino Galevez, 
Brannio Bena and Anthony M. Ruiz, 
who claim that they dre illegally held 
on board a British man-of-war. They 
are accused of planning a military ex- 
pedition to Cuba. They protest their 
innocence. The letter was written by 
Ruiz to a friend in Brooklyn. 

When, with his three friends, he ar- 
rived at Inagua, the commander of the 
British warship Partridge, he writes, 
sent a force to take them on board and 
carried them to Nassau. At the time 
of writing they had been in Nassau 
more than two weeks, but their case 
had not come up for trial. Ruiz is a 
member of the Citizens’ League of 
Brooklyn and was active in the over- 
throw of John Y. McKane. Before he 
came to this country he was a captain 
in the Cuban army, which fact leads 
his friends to suspect that his depart- 
ure from New York was reported by 
Spanish spies. They claim that they 
were simply visiting the country; that 
they had rented a house on the island 
of Iagua, and that they intended to 


‘spend some time there fishing and 


hunting. 


MACBETH’S CHARACTER. 


An Interesting Analysis by Sir Henry 
Irving. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—Sir Henry 
Irving delivered an address to the 
students of Columbia College on “The 
Character of Macbeth.” Sir Henry be- 


gan by saying: 


“The generally received opinion re- 
garding Macbeth has been that of a 
good man who has gone wrong under 
the influence of a wicked and dominant 
wife. The tradition has been in force 
for many years, and was mainly due to 
the powerful portrayal of the character 
of Lady Macbeth by Mrs. Siddons, 
whose strong personality lent itself to 
the views of an essentially powerful 
and dominant woman, and as the play 
was not given as often as might have 
been expected the tradition flourished 
without challenge of any kind, save 
now and then some scholarly comment 
which practically never reached the 
masses. I think we shall find that 
Shakespeare, in his text, gives Macbeth 
as one of the most bloody-minded, 
hypocritical villains of all his long gal- 
lery of portraits of men instinctive with 
murder.“ 

Sir Henry then, by quotation of lines 
and lucid argument, proceeded to de- 
fend Lady Macbeth, and said: 

“It is quite possible that Macbeth 
led his wife to the belief that she was 
leading him on. It was a part of his 
hypocritical character to work to her 
moral downfall in such a way. We see 
a similar instance of his hypocrisy in 
the scéne in the first act, when the 
witch salutes him with the new-given 
title of the Thane of Cawdor, he an- 
swers, The Thane of Cawdor lives, a 
prosperous gentleman.’ ”’ 

The summing-up of Sir Henry’s idea 
of Macbeth was clear-cut and not de- 
void. of poetic idea in itself. 

“A poetic mind on which the pres- 
sages or suggestions of supernatural 
things could work; a nature sensitive 
to intellectual emotion, so that one can 
imagine him, even in his contemplation 
of coming crimes, to weep for the pain 
of the destined victim: self-torturing, 
self-examining, playing with conscience 
so that action and reaction of poetic 
thoughts might send emotional waves 
through the brain, while the resolution 
was as generally fixed as steel, and 
heart as cold as ice; a poet supreme in 
power of words, with vivid imagination 


and quick sympathy of intellect: a vil- | 


lain, cold-blooded, selfish; remorseless 
with a true villain’s nerve and callous- 
ness when braced to evil work, and 
the physical heroism of those who are 
born to kill; a moral nature with only 
sufficient to quake momentarily before 
superstitious terror, a man of renti- 
ment and not of feeling. Such was the 
mighty dramatic character which

Joseph Nimmo, Jr., and His Attack 
on the Favorite American 
Project. 


An Effective Answer by Capt. Wil- 
liam L. Merry of the San Fran- 
cisco Chamber of Commerce. 


Nimmo’s Figures Disputed and His 
Arguments Demolished—The Dif- 
fleulties of the Cape Horn 
Route Discussed. 


(The following circular letter is pub- 
lished by authority of the San Fran- 
cisco Chamber of Commerce:) 

A pamphlet dated at Huntington, 
Long Island, September 30, 1895, has 
been published by Joseph Nimmo, Jr., 
with the desire to prove “the N 
Canal an impracticable project.” I have 
been requested by my co-trustees of 
the Chamber of Commerce of San 
Francisco to dissect it and to oxpose 
its fallacies: not an agreeable task, 
but an easy one, for it is replete with 
erroneous assertions. 

Mr. Nimmo charges that the friends 
of the canal are “moved by a desire to 
deceive” (page 11,) and this permits 
me to quote hie conclusion—“no man 
is so happy as he who walks in the 
light of truth.” Mr. Nimmo, as a con- 
sequence, should be a miserably un- 
happy man! 

The San Francisco Chronicle and 
Commercial News (dailies) have al- 
ready partly answered Mr. Nimmo, 
and the latter has conclusively proven 
the worthlessness of his so-called sta- 
tistics; but the limits of a daily paper 
do not permit justice to a document of 
forty pages, published with “the de- 
sire to deceive’ and against the public 
interest. 

Mr. Nimmo’s main contention is that 
there will be comparatively no ton- 
nage to use the Nicaragua Canal, and 
to prove this he publishes a mass of 
statistics worthless in this connection. 
In 1880 Count de Lesseps announced 
that he could depend on 5,500,000 to 
6,000,000 tons per annum. In the early 
part of the same year the of 
Trade of San Francisco appointed five 
merchants on its Interocean Canal 
Committee,” and in their report they 
state that a careful investigation placed 
the tonnage available at 5,250,000 tons, 
but desiring to be conservative 
they based all calculations on 5,000, 
000 tons per annum. This tonnage 
question is a matter for patient ia ves- 
tigation and necessitates the expert 
knowledge of a navigator combined 
with the experience and good judgment 
of = shipping merchant, qualifications 
no 
starts with the erroneous assumption 
that the canal cannot divert any over- 
land railway traffic. If so, why is he 
engaged in proving its worthlessness? 
Why does he quote the year 1890 to 
prove how little freight was passing 
over the Panama Railway, when all 
the world knows that at that time the 
Transcontinental Association of Over- 
land Railways was paying the Paci 
Mail Stcamship Company and the Pan- 
ama Railroad Company $75,000 per 
annum for the privilege of restricting 
its traffic between the east and west 
coast of the United States to 1200 tons 
per month, and this tonnage at the 
high rates fixed by the railroads? And 
at the same time, even the clipper lines 
around Cape Horn were under railway 
control, and charging rates of freight 
fixed by arrangement with the Trans- 
continental Association. Why also 
does Mr. Nimmo then quote the year 
1893 to prove how cheaply the railroads 
were carrying freight, when he must 
know that during that year the North 
American Navigation Company (of 
which I was president) was carrying 
freight in connection with the Panama 
Railroad Company at rates so low that 
the company lost $20,000 per month 
with twenty day-departures, and saved 
the merchants and producers of the 
Coast about 5,000,000,000 on the reduced 
rates of freight applicable to the 
greatly increased tonnage moving by 
land and sea between our east and west 
coasts? 

Mr. Nimmo writes (p. 31) The re- 


duction in transcontinental railroad- 


rates has not, to any measurable ex- 
tent, been the result of Panama Rail- 
road competition or of the competition 
of the route around Cape Horn.” How 
false this is every San Francisco mer- 
chant knows, and suggests the inquiry, 
Why then did the Transcontinental As- 
sociation pay $75,000 annually to avoid 
Isthmus competition, until the Panama 
Railroad, haying completed its con- 
tract, declined to continue it,.and, de- 
manding an independent position, still 
declines to accept a subsidized idle- 


ness? 
» Mr. Nimmo asserts (p. 17,) that 
at Callao is the dividing line 


in the Cape Horn trafic and that all 
steamships south of that will prefer the 
Cape Horn route to the canal! Calloa is 
in 12 deg. 04 min. south latitude—Cape 
Horn is 55 deg. 51 min. S. It is 
not true that steamships sill 
steam 2627 miles south into the stormy 
regions of the Southern Ocean and as 
far again north before they reach the 
same latitude (5254 miles in all) to avoid 
the canal toll—it is an absurdity which 
is self-evident. The Straits of Magellan 
route makes a littl better showing, 
but not much, and are only available 
for steam navigation. 

The contention is made that the 
Nicaragua Canal will not attract the 
commerce of Eastern Asia, which will 
continue via Suez. The distance saved 
by the Nicaragua Canal is 570 miles 
from Hong Kong, and increasing from 
ports northeast thereof. Any practical 
navigator will prefer to save this and 
cross the comparatively placid wa 
of the Pacific, through the canal, 
the Gulf Stream or the Carribean 
to our Atlantic coast, instead of steam- 
ing via the China Sea, across the In- 
dian Ocean, through the Suez Canal, 
the Mediterranean Sea, and across the 
North Atlantic, one of the most stormy 
oceans in the .winter season known to 
navigators. 

The tonnage estimate within the at- 
traction of the canal for the year 
1900, (before which the canal cannot 
be completed) is 8,159,150 tons of 2240 
pounds each, showing an annual in- 
crease of only 3.16 per cent. per an- 
num, which no expert will admit is a 
large increase. Of course, this esti- 
mate is based on a partial diversion of 
the heavy and bulky freight which 
cannot be as cheaply transported by 
rail, as well as the commerce of the 
maritime routes within the radius of 
canal attraction. But, if Mr. Nimmo 
insists on no canal attraction, no an- 
nual increase and no diversion of 
frpight, he can figure a very low esti- 
mate; in this way he might easily re- 
duce it to any figure he desires, all “in 
the light of truth.” Why, then, is it 
necessary for him, when figuring ton-

safficient to make it one of the best- 
paying investments in the world, as is 
the Suez Canal, over which the Nica- 
ragua Canal has the great advantage 
of an increasing commerce among 
young nations with immense but com- 
paratively undeveloped resources. 

On page 10 Mr. Nimmo quotes Maury’s 
celebrated remark regarding the calms 
of the Bay of Panama and its ap- 
proaches, making it applicable to Nica- 
ragua, whereas tre remark itself. speci- 
fies “the Panama or Darien Isthmus,” 
and a reference to Maury’s Physical 
Geography of the Sea” or -Maury’s 
“Sailing Directions,” will prove that it 
does not even apply to the Atlantic 
terminus of the attempted Panama 
Canal, much less to either terminus 
of the Nicaragua Canal, which is situ- 
ated in lat. 11 deg. N., hundreds of 
miles north of Panama Bay, and, as 
Mr. Nimmo well knows, out of the 
region of tropicgl calms. That the Nica 
ragua Canal is available for sailing 
ships there can be no doubt: how suc- 
cessfully they can compete through it 
with the modern triplicate engine 
screw cargo steamship, is a question 
which the demand for tonnage will 
solve. 

The difficulties of the Cape Horn route 
Mr. Nimmo lightly dismisses as of no 
consequence, as he may safely do at 
Huntington, Long Island! When I re- 
call the terrific gales, the heavy seas, 
the sleet, snow and ice encountered 
during the eleven voyages I have made 
around the Cape, I can realize the con- 
tempt due such a perversion of the 
truth, the “light” of which he extols. 
No vessel is insurable at usual rates 
by marine underwriters for the Carpe 
Horn voyage unless she rates first- 
class, and the class of ships rounding 
Cape Horn is the largest and finest in 
the world. As they approach the Cape 
they are stripped of all light yards 
and sails, prepared for a severe con- 
test with the elements which they sel- 
dom escape. The marine annals of 
San Francisco are a live-long record 
of disasters off Cape Horn, and oc- 
casionally an able ship, tired of the 
contest, with crew worn out, spars and 
sails blown away, squares away for 
the Cape of Good Hope to reach San 
Francisco by a route fully one-third 
longer, and tempestuous at that. No! 
Mr. Nimmo, your anxiety to discredit 
the Nicaragua Canal will not make fine 
weather off Cape Horn, and your re- 
mark about double-reefed topsails“ 
proves that you express opinions on a 
subject about which, to be charitable, 
you are very ignorant. 

Mr. Nimmo writes page 8: Com- 
merce is the product of land, not of 
water’—an absurd and ignorant asser- 
tion, as it is an ¢vident fact that com- 
merce is the product of both land and 
sea. He adds that, “the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans are obstacles to com- 
merce’—an original remark, reminding 
one of Cooper’s “Pilot” with its Long 
Tom Coffin, boatswain of the man-of- 
war “Ariel,” who asserts that he “can- 
not see the use of land anyhow except 
to grow ship timber and a few pota- 
toes.” So Mr. Nimmo don’t see the use 
of the ocean anyhow except to furnish 
freight for overland railroads and-com- 
pensation for a statistical expert! I 
had always considered the ocean as 
God’s great highway, with no tracks 
or switches to maintain, no deprecia- 
tion or wear and tear, free to 
all on equal terms. Mr. Nimmo 
might with profit read Capt. Mahan’s 
great work, “The Development of the 
Sea Power.” 

I will not discuss the political and 
military aspects of the Nicaragua 
Canal with Mr. Nimmo, as there are 
many able men who do not need our 
opinions in aiding their conclusions. 
It is not in the mouth of Mr. Nimmo to 
contest the opinions of the most able 
men our country has produced, in re- 
gard to its military value to the United 
States and its bearing on the Monroe 
doctrine. If Nimmo is right, a long 
line of American Presidents and states- 
men are in error, and it is of no con- 
sequence to our country that the canal 
is controlled by our opponents, as Mr. 
Nimmo appears to think. I might go 
on pointing out other. absurdities in 
this pamphlet, but “cui. bono?” One 
concluding idea suggests itself: Who 
paid Mr. Nimmo for preparing and the 
printer for printing this namphlet? He 
can do the public a service by once 
“walking in the light of truth” and giv- 
ing an honest :»nlv to the anestion.

WILLIAM MASSIE’S WIFE PUTS A 


The Wounded Man a Brakeman on 
the Les Angeles Division of the 
Southern Pacific—Had Threat- 
ened to Fill the Woman with

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 21.—(Special | 
Dispatch.) William Massie, baggage- 
master on the Los Angeles division of 
the Southern Pacific, was shot and seri- 
ously wounded by his wife, Nellie, to- 
night. The ball entered the left side 
of the lower jaw, passed downward and 
lodged in the spinal column. Imme- 
diately after the shooting Mrs. Massie 
was arrested for an assault to commit 
murder. 
The Massies were married about three 
years ago and have since been living at 
No. 853% Folsom street, where the 
shooting occurred. According to the 
first story told by the woman, her hus- 
band frequently abused her, and sev- 
eral weeks ago, she claims, he threw 
her down stairs, seriously injuring her. 
Tonight he returned from his trip to 
Los Angeles, and, after an interchange 
of words, he threatened to “break her 
head.” Fearing he would carry the 
threat into execution, Mrs. Massie 
walked into the dining-room, hoping he 
would not follow her. 2 
Several minutes later Massie entered 
the room and, taking two loaded re- 
volvers from his pockets, placed them 
on the table. He then seized his wife 
by the arm, and as she struggled to 
free herself, he immediately picked up 
one ot the revolvers and, placing it 
close to her breast, threatened to f 
her with lead.” Thinking he intended 
to kill her, Mrs. Massie grabbed the 
weapon, and, after a short struggle, 
she secured it and then turned the 


floor with an agonizing shriek, while 
his wife rushed from the house and ex- 
citedly informed several men who were 
passing that she had shot her husband. 

After Massie was taken to the hospi- 
tal, Mrs. Massie was arrested. At first 


but afterward declared the shooting 
was an accident. Notwithstanding her. 
protestations of innocence, the police 
claim to have sufficient evidence to 
show that she fired the shot with mur- 
derous intent. At the hospital it was 
found that Massie’s lower limbs were 
paralyzed, ithe result of the injury to 
the spinal column. Dr. Frank Fitzgib- 
bon, who attended him, believes that 
he will recover. Massie claimed that he

Chief Glass appeared before the City 
Council yesterday morning, to ask for 
specific directions in the matter of man- 
aging the chain-gang, which was re- 
cently placed under his control.

men oversee the work of the gang, and 
was informed yesterday that this plan 
would be satisfactory to the Council. 
The Street Superintendent’s man who 
has heretofore had charge of the chain- 
gang will accordingly be dismissed.

KELLERMAN’S DEAL DISCOURAGED. 


‘Opinion of Judge York—Balk’s Sharp 
Practice. 

Judge York yesterday handed down 
an opinion giving judgment in favor of 
all the defendants in the case of J. M. 
Kellerman vs. Simon Maier et al., an 
action brought by the plaintiff against 
the Castaic Oil Company, Simon Mater 
and others, as stockholders of the cor- 
poration, alleging that certain sums are 
due to the corporation from each of 
the defendants other than the corpora- 


tion as owners and holders of the stock 
of the corporation, and praying that 
the amount of such indebtedness be 
ascertained, and that the plaintiff have 
judgment against each of such defend- 
ants on account of a certain judgment 
rendered against said corporation, not 
to exceed the amount due from each of 
such defendants on their subscriptions 
for stock in said corporation. 

Among the defendants is F. A. Kel- 
logg. and as to him the complaint al- 
leges that he is a subscriber to and 
owner of 3000 shares of the 
capital stock of said Castatc Oil Com- 
pany. It appearg from the evidence 
that on the date of the commencement 
of this action, towit: January 25, 1895, 
the plaintiff was the owner of said 
3000 shares of stock, having pur- 
chased the same from the Castaic 
Oil Company, at a price of 7 cents per 
share, the nominal value being $1 per 
share. On January 25, 1895, before the 
commencement of this action, the plaln- 
tiff, without consideration, transferred 
these 3000 shares of stock to said Kel- 
logg. 

Kellermen's action is prosecuted upon 
the theory that those stockholders who, 
like himself, bought stock of the com- 
pany and paid thereon 7 cents per 
share are still indebted to the corpora- 
tion for the balance of the nominal 
value, 98 cents per share. The action 
is also upon the theory that certain par- 
ties who paid 50 cents per share to the 
corporation for stock owe the corpora- 
tion 50 cents per share, and those who 
paid 25 cents per ‘share owe the cor- 
poration 75 cents per share; also, cer- 
tain original subscribers to the capital 
stock who paid for their subscriptions 
in real estate are still indebted to th» 
corporation for the stock subscribed for. 
on the theory that the real estate was 
greatly inadequate in value to pay the 
amount of the subscriptidns. 

If the one ground of Kellerman’s 
contention is true, that those purchas- 
Ing stock from the company and pay- 
ing 7 cents per share owe the balance 
of the nominal value, 93 cents per 
share, then his judgment recovered 
against the corporation as alleged in his 
complaint is less than the amount 
which, on the date of the commence- 
ment of this case, he owed the corpora- 
tion, if his theory is adopted. It is ap- 
parent from the fact of his transfer of 
the 3000 shares in his mame 
to Kellogg on the very day of the com- 


mencement of the action that he sought 
to avoid his liability to the corporation 
by such transfer and to make those 
similarly situated contribute to the pay- 
ment of the corporation's indebtedness 
to him irrespective Of the amount 
which he would be indebted to the cer- 
poration. Such a transaction cannot be 
encouraged in a court of consctence. 
As to the original subscriptions made 
by certain defendants the plaintiff is 
not in a position to question the velua- 
tion of the property received by the 
corporation in liquidation of such sub- 
scriptions. All the stockholders of the 
corporation were directors of the cor- 


November 4, 1895, you instructed me to 


, poration at the time of the taking of 

the deeds from the subscribers to cer- 
tain real estate. The stockholders, the 
directors and the subscribers were the 
fame parties. Ordinarily a director of 
a corporation cannot participate in the 
purchase by the corporation of property 
from himself, but in this case the di- 
rectors owned all the stock of the cur- 
poration which had been issued or sub- 
scribed for; they all participated in the 
contract by which the real estate was 
taken from the several subscribers in 
full satisfaction for the amount of their 
subscriptions to the capital stock; all 
of the stockholders of the corporation 
were, therefore, estopped from after- 
ward questioning the validity of the 
transaction. The corporation was not 
indebted to anyone. The indebtedness 
to Kellerman accrued long after the 
transaction by which the corporation 
received the property in full satisfac- 
tion of the several subscriptions to the 
capital stock. 


The complaint alleges no fraud in the 


— 


took the land in payment of the srb- 
scriptions, and Kellerman seeks ro at- 
tack the ‘transaction in a cvilateral 
way without such allegations wf fraud. 
In permitting such an attack, even if 
the plaintiff were in a position to 
make it, the court would be permiiting 
the plaintiff to take an unfair advan- 
tage of the defendants who were the 
original subscribers to the corporate 
stock in that they received no notice 
by the allegations of the comptaint 
that evidence of such alleged fraud 
would be offered on the trial, or that 
the valuation of the property which 
they gave in satisfaction of their sub- 
scriptions would be in controversy, and 
they therefore presumably came into 
court unprepared to meet such allega- 
tions. If the plaintiff has any remedy 
at all which involves the legality of 
the transaction by which said land 
was taken for such subscriptions, it js 
by a creditor’s bill seeking to set aside 


the transaction for fraud. It cannot be 
litigated on the complaint upon which 
this action was tried. 

As to the purchases of stock by said 
subscribers and other stockholders di- 
rectly from the corporation, the evi- 
dence shows that the amounts paid to 
the corporation were in full satisfaction 
for the stock, that the transactions 
were fair and that the stockholders so 
purchasing acquired no advantage cf 
the corporation or its creditors by such 
purchases, but, if it be held that the 
stockholders were liable for the differ- 
ence between the price paid and the 
nominal par value of the stock, the

This disposes of all the matters in 
controversy excepting one where it is 
claimed that certain stock of the corpor- 
ation was given to certain defendants 
by the corporation.

About the Schools. 


Dist.-Atty. J. A. Donnell yesterday 
settled a knotty point regarding the 
Status of the schools in the annexed 
district, and the question of teachers’ 
salaries and the authority of the trus- 
tees to pay them. 

County Superintendent S. V. Riley 
was in doubt as to his power in the 
matter, and as to the standing of the 
trustees at Highland Park. He ac- 
cordingly sent the following request 
to the District Attorney: 

“Can I pay the teachers of that part 
of Highland Park school district which 
became a part of Los Angeles city on 
October 18, 1895, on the order of the 
supposed board of trustees of High- 
land Park district? Or should those 
teachers be paid on the order of the 
City Board of Education? 

“Since two members of the board of 
trustees of Highland Park now reside 
within the city Umits, what consti- 
tutes the board of trustees of High- 
land Park school district? And can I 
pay the teachers at Garvanza on the 
order of this local board of trustees?” 

Maj, Donnell, in reply, sgid: 

“IT am informed unofficially that at a 
special election held on the 4th day of 
October, 1895, a majority of the legal 
ballots cast in the city of Los Angeles 
and also in the territory proposed to be 
annexed to said city, were for the an- 
nexation of said territory, and that 4 
copy of the record of said election. 
duly certified, showing the result of 
the carfvass, was afterward, to-wit, on 
the 18th day of October, 1895, filed with 
the Secretary of State, as provided by 
section 1 of chap. 247 of the laws of 
1889. 

“Said section provides 
“from and after the date of the filing of 
said document in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State, the annexation of such 
territory so proposed to be annexed 
shall be deemed and shall be complete, 
and thenceforth such annexed territory 
shall be, to all intents and purposes, a 
part of such municipal corporation,’ etc. 
From your communication I am advised 
that part of Highland Park school dis- 
trict (that part being the annexed terri- 
tory.) became a part of Los Angeles city 
on October 18, 1889. If it became a part 
of said city for any purpose. it became 
a part for all. except only that no 
property within such annexed terri- 
tory can be taxed to pay any portion of 
the indebtedness of said city prior to, or 
existing at the time of such annexation. 
It became a part of said city for school 
purposes, as well as for any other pur- 
pose, ‘from and after the date of the fil- 
ing’ of said certificate with the Secre- 
tary of State. 

- “Second—Sec. 1577ofthe Political Code 
was amended March 23, 1893, by adding 
thereto the following: ‘Whenever a dis- 
trict shall be united with a municipal- 
ity, or with another district, all funds 
belonging to said district shail be 
transferred by requisition of the Super- 
intendent of the County. upon the 
County Auditor, to the municipality or 
district with which said district is 
united.” (Laws of 1833, chap. 193, p. 
246.) 

“As the outside territory annexed to 
the city of Los Angeles was only a 
part of iHghland Park school district, 
an equitable proportion of the school 
funds belonging to said district should 
be transferred by you, as County Su- 
perintendent, by requisition upon the 
County Auditor, to the city of Los A- 
geles. 

“Third—Said outside territory having 
become ‘to all intents and purposes,” a 
part of the city of Los Angeles cn the 
filing of the proper certificate with the 
Secretary of State, on the 18th day of 
October, 1895, the teachers of the pub- 
lic schools in said annexed. territory, 
after said date. should be paid on the 
order of the City Board of Education, 
and not upon the order of the trustees 
of Highland Park district. 

“Fourth—If two of the trustees of 
Highland Park district live in that 
part annexed to the city of Los Ange- 
les, they have no authority to act as 
trustees for Highland Park district or 
any portion thereof, as they are no 
longer inhabitants of the district for 
which they were elected or within 
which the duties of the office of school 
trustee are required to be discharged. 
The schools in such annexed territory 
should be under the control and man- 


tif? being un before the court.

NEED TELEPHONES. 


Police Department Handicapped by 
Lack of Them. 

The telephone 
granted to H. de Laguna provides that 
a certain number of-telephones shall 
be furnished free to the city. It has 
been suggested that it would greatly 
aid the efficiency of the police depart- 
ment if a large proportion of the tele 
phones were to be set apart for pelice 
purposes. 

It is urged that about fifty tele. 
phones should be distributed about 
town where most needed for the use of 
the police. Each telephone could be 
inclosed in a suitable locked box, keyg 


to which could be kept by the police. 
These boxes could be attached at @ 
suitable height to electric light or trol- 
ley poles and this could undoubtedly 
be done at a slight expense. 

Another advantageous arrangement 
is suggested in the way of a switch- 
board at the central police station, 
Each of the telephones could be con- 
nected by wires running directly to 
the switchboard at the police station 
and conversation could be had with the 
station at any time without the diffil- 
culty of getting a connection at the 
central telephone office. 

It has for a long time been admitted, 
by those in a position to know. that 


the police department is seriously 
handicapped in the matter of tele- 
phones. 


Frequently a police officer 
who wants to call up the Police Station 
on a matter of importance is com- 
pelled to use a private telephone in 
some saloon or like place. 

In this way the police department 
is almost unavoidably forced to place 
itself under more or less obligation to 
individuals, any obligation to whom 


may place the department in a very . 


embarrassing position. 

Perhaps a saloon-keeper, whose tele. 
phone the police have found 18 neces 
sary to use daily or more often for ™, 
long period, is detected in the violation 
of an ordinance. Of course it fs the 
duty of the police to prosecute him, 
but the prosecution is embarrassed by 
the fact that the police department 
has received numerous favors from the 
violator of the law. 

In other ways the police are hand- 
capped under the present system. One 
of the police officers made an import- 
ant arrest two or three nights aga, 
The case was of such a character that 
it was highly desirable the patrol” 
wagon should be summoned immedi- 
ately. The only telephone that could 


be readily reached was one of the sort 


that have the nickel-in-the-slot app 
ances. The officer 
telephone station and, after explaining:

J. M. MADISON, ALIAS DE WITT, IN 
TOILS AT OAKLAND. 


leged to Have Conducted Swind-| 
Mag Operations in Southern Cal- 
ifornfa and in Colorado—Sald to 
Have Been a Diamond Thief in 
New York.

In the Oakland correspondence 
printed in the San Francisco Examiner 
of Wednesday is given an account of 
some of the crooked operations of 
James M. Madison, alias J. M. De Witt. 

It is there told of how he made love 
to a half-dozen or so women, and in 
the cases of some of them defrauded 
them of money or other value, In each 
of these instances he pressed his suit 
to the point of winning the woman's 
confidence, and then on some pretext 
borrowed a large sum of money and 
disappeared. 


Detective Insley of this city says 
there is no doubt that Madison is the 
De Witt whose smooth operations in 
Southern California were the subject of 
investigation several years ago. 

De Witt came to Southern California 
fin 1877, and became chief operator and 
agent for the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company at Santa Ana. For a 
time things went well, but his expensive 
habits, it is supposed, demanded more 
money than his salary would afford. 
He began to sell private information, 
it was learned. 

e boom was then at its height, and 
a great many dispatches were passing 
over the wires between here and the 
east. An eastern man, for instance 
would wire his agent here to purchase 
a certain piece of property if he could 
get it for $10,000. De Witt would learn 
of the dispatch and for, perhaps $100, 
impart the information to some real es- 
ee agent, at the same time holding 
back the dispatch from the person for 
whom it was intended. The real estate 
agent would buy that particular piece 
of property and sell it at ‘a, handsome 
12 to the man making the $10,900 of- 
er. 

De Witt also extended his operations 
in other directions. He would receive 
a dispatch on which the charges 
amounting to several dollars had been 
prepaid. He would make false entries 
and collect the charges, putting the 
proceeds in his own pocket. Tele- 
grams filed with him would be paid, 
and, after pocketing the sums paid, he 
would send the dispatch collect.“ 

In course of time his crooked work 
was discovered, and he was discharged. 
Some of his friends came to his rescue 
and he was not prosecuted for h!s mis- 
doings.

Réferring to Licensing Bicycles, 


Governing Cruelty to Animals 
and Disposing of the Gambling 
Question—Notes and Personals. 


SANTA ANA, Nov 271.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) At a recent meeting of 
the City.Council of Santa Ana the fol- 
lowing trio of legal opinions were given 
to the Council by City Attorey Z. B. 
West. As they are brief and of more 
interest than usual, they are herewith 
appended: 

DON’T LICENSE BICYCLES. 

The opinion on the power of the board 
to license bicycles is as follows: “The 
board has no power whatever to re- 
quire a license for the privilege of run- 
ning a bicycle within the corporate lim- 
its of the city. Bicycles are taxed and 
should be taxed by the County Assessor 
the same as every other species of per+ 
sonal property; but the board cannot 
require the owner of a bicycle to pay a 
license for the privilege of running the 
same, any more than the board could 
require a license to be paid by the 
owner of a thorse and buggy for the 
privilege of running it.” 
GOVERNING CRUELTY 

MALS. 


The attorney said: There is an act 
of the Legislature of this State, entitled 
‘An act for the more effectual preven- 
tion of cruelty to animals,* under which 
may be incorporated, in any county of 
the State, a society for the prevention 
of cruelty to animals, and, after such 
incorporation and organization the pro- 
visions of said act become applicable. 

“There is, therefore, no general law 
governing the subject, and the city has 
the power to pass an ordinance on the 
subject, which would be in force until 
incorparatlon under the provisions of 
gaid act should be effected. 

“An incorporation can be effected by 
any three or more citizens who may in- 
corporate under the laws of the State of 
California and the first body so incor- 
porated shall be entitled to the fines 
imposed for violation of said act, anc 
may be used by such incorporation in 
aid of the objects for which it was in- 
corporated.”

Upon this the attorney has the follow 
ing to say: ; 
“Gentlemen: In reply to your request 
for an opinion as to the power of the 
board to prohibit gambling within the 
corporate limits of the city of Santa 
Ana, will say that the question of g2m- 
bling is a very broad one; that sec- 
tion 830 of the Penal Code provides that 
‘Every person who deals, plays or car- 
ries on, opens, or causes to be opened, 
or who conducts, either as owner or em- 
ployee, whether for hire or not, any 
game of faro, monte, roulette, lansquen®t, 
rouge et noir, rondo, tan, fan-tan, siud- 
horse poker, seven-and-a-half, twenty- 
one, hokey-pokey, or any banking or 
percentage game played with cards 
dice, or any device, for money, checks, 
credit or other representative of value, 
and every person who plays or bets at 
or against any of said prohibited games, 
is guilty of a misdémeanor, and shall be 
punishable by a fine not less than one 
hundred dollars, nor more than five 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment

in the County Jail not exceeding six 


months, or by both such fine and Im-

“Section 331 of the Penal Code makes 
it a violation of said section 330 for 
the owner of any building who know- 
‘ingly permits any such games to be 
played, conducted or dealt in any house 
owned or rented by him, so that almos 
all gambling is covered by section 230 
but, as I said before, any subject not 
covered the board has the power to 
prohibit by proper ordinance.

REDLANDS, Nov. 21.-@Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The Times correspond- 
ent talked with Alfred H. Smiley re- 
garding the work he is having done in 
Fredalba Park. Mr. Smiley has just 
lately purchased 154 acres, partly 
wooded, . adjoining the park on the 
south and east, giving him, in all, 261 
acres. He has had nearly three miles of 
road built and a wire fence has been 
put around the park on the north and 
east. Several hundred dollars have 
been expended in developing water, and 
a pipe has been laid a distance at 3600 
feet, which conveys water from a 
spring, giving the water a fall of 450 
feet.

A SENSATIONAL DIVORCE CASE 
NOW ON TRIAL. 


Animosities in the Fish Creek Water 
Suit Revived—Stock in the Nord- 
hoff Ratlroad Booming—Forest 
Fires Raging. 


VENTURA, Nov. 21.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) In the Superior Court 
this morning Judge Williams began 
the hearing of evidence in the Ran- 
dolph divorce case.

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Dealers still complain of a dull mar- 
ket, and there is no doubt that sales 
are not quite so plentiful as they 
were a few months ago. One reason 
for this is doubtless the fact that 
many people are now aranging to set- 
tle their taxes, which with some prop- 
erty-owners amount to quite a heavy 
figure. 

THE SUMMER TRADE. 

It does look, however, as if some- 
thing of a change had taken place in 
the former order of business in the 
real estate market. Until within the 
past two or three years dealers have 
expected to do most of their business 
during the winter months, and the 
summer was always looked forward 
to as.a dull season. This has been 
changed, during the past three years, 
and some of the most important deals 
have been made in the heart of sum- 
mer, during the months of July and 
August. This may be explained partly 
by the fact that outsiders are now be- 
ginning to visit Los Angeles during 
the greater part of the year, and 
partly from the fact that our own 
people are beginning to invest more 
liberally in real estate than they have 
done since the decline of the boom. 

BUYERS HERE. 


It should not be supposed that there 
is any lack of purchasers in Los An- 
geles at present. This is by no means 
the case. In several of the leading 
real estate offices one or more Eastern 
people make headquarters, who have 
several thousand dollars to invest in 
Los Angeles property as soon as they 
come across anything that suits them. 
At present most of them appear to 
think that prices are a little too high, 
or at least quite high enough. It is 


not, however, at all likely that there 


will be any considerable drop in 
prices during the next few years, so 
that those who are thinking of buy- 
— win not gain anything by holding 
o 
as one or two of these investors start 
in. to. buy, a great many others will 
follow, like a flock of sheep, and then 
people wil vegin to talk about a boom. 
It would be much wiser for these peo- 
ple to invest quietly here and there 
wherever they see anything in the 
shape of a bargain, rather than to 
wait until there is a rush and a scram- 
ble for property. 

THE ANNEXATION 

There is again some talk about 
bringing up the question of annexing 
the western and southwestern suburbs 
to the city. It is probable that the in- 
clination of residents in those sections 
to come into the city will be strength- 
ened by the action which was very 
properly taken by the fire department 
this week, in forbidding the Chief to 
respond to alarms outside the city 
limits. People residing in those see- 
tions will now have to either hire their 
own fire engines or else pay a very 
heavy rate for insurance. By the 
time that similar rules are strictly 
enforced in regard to mail facilities, 
police protection and the use of the 
public library outside the city limits, 
some of these aristocratic residents in 
the southwest may begin to see that 
they made a big mistake in refusing 
to come in. 

WHY PEOPLE. SELL. 

An Eastern man who has spent a 
couple of months in looking over South- 
ern California for the purpose of select- 
ing a country home said that he was 
charmed with what he had seen, “hut,” 
added he. everything seems to be tor 
sale. I do not think I met a single 
man who was not ready to sell his 

erty at a price. Surely there must 
something wrong here, evervbdody 
is so willing to dispose of his property.” 

The same remarks are often heard 
from Eastern people who are looking 
around for a home, and in some cases 
it may be that people have keen induced 
io refrain from settling in this section 
on account of this state of affairs. It 


what strange that so many people 
should be ready to dispose of their 
property in this favored section, but 
the explanation is easy. Newcomers 
from the East fall in love with the im- 
provements which they see around 
them here—with the trees, and plants, 
and flowers, which look so attractive in 
comparison with the unimproved brown 
and bare land in the neighborhood. 
They offer a good price for such Jm- 
proved property, while they are dubi- 
ous about purchasing adjoining unim- 
proved property at any price af all. 
Now, the owner is well aware that for 
ene-fourth of the price which he is 
offered he can purchase equally good 
land unimproved, and in three or four 
years have a place just as attractive 
and valuable as that which he sold. 
Under these circumstances, it is not 
surprising that intelligent and indus- 
trious men, who are not particularly 
wealthy, are always willing to sell 
their improved property at a good 
round price. Many have done this two 
or three times over within the past ten 
years, making a considerable amount 
of money at each move. Vegetation of 
all kinds grows so rankly here that 
within. two years a place appears to be 
as well established as a ten-year-old 
home in the East. Thus, a man with 
energy. enterprise and some knowl- 
edge of horticulture can take an un- 
improved place, put it into shape, and 
sell out to a new arrival for a good 
round profit every two or three years. 
This is the chief reason why there are 
so many places for sale in Southern 
California. Of course, there are some 
disconiented people hére, as elsewhere, 
who maintain that there is nothing 
in this section—that a man cannot 
make a living here—but such people 
would make a failure anywhere, of 
farming or any other business. 


WESTLAKE PARK. 

Should all the improvements now con- 
templated in the neighborhood of West- 
lake Park be made that section will be- 
come very attractive.

It is, however, expected that before 
long this section will be annexed to the 
city, when the Council would be able 
to make the necessary improvements. 
It is proposed to have a boulevard from 
the west side of Westlake Park run- 
nihg through the center of the Wilshire 
property to the eastern edge of the city 
tract. Along the eastern edge of the 
city tract, running north and south 
from Sixth to Seventh street, would be 
another boulevard, 120 feet wide, known 
as the Benton boulevard. These im- 
provements, in connection with the pro- 
posed boulevard from Westlake to Ely- 
sian Park, will furnish what has been 
so long desired in Los Angeles—a g000 
driveway through a picturesque section 
of the city, over which a citizen may 
conduct a visiting friend without being 
ashamed of Los Angeles. 

AROUND THE CITY. 

While the Council is about it, why 
not make a beginning in the construc- 
tion of a boulevard all around the city, 
taking in all the parks? There is no 
doubt that property owners along the 
route of such a boulevard would be glad 
to give the necessary rights of way and 
even to contribute toward its construc- 
tion, so that the cost to the city would be 


nominal. Los Angeles is far be- 
hind Chicago and other Eastern 
cities, which have not one-tenth 
of the advantages that we pos- 


sess for the construction and main- 
tenance of beautiful driveways. The 
sooner a beginning is made with such an 
improvement the better it will be, as 
with the rapidly increasing settlement 
of the city such a project becomes more 
difficult to carry out from year to year. 
At present such a boulevard would for 
much of its length run through land 
that may still be purchased by the acre 
This boulevard might be built so as to 
connect Westlake, Echo, Elysian, East 
Los Angeles and Hollenbeck parks with 
some park that will before long be con- 
structed in the southern part of the 
eity. It would afford a most interesting 
drive of something like twenty miles, 
with a constantly varying succession of 
scenery along the route. The boulevard 
might be made sufficiently wide so that 
after a time an electric road might b. 
operated over it between lines of trees, 
so as not to interfere with the driving 
and riding. km that case the company 
operating the line should be called upon 
to pay the expense of keeping up the 
boulevard in return for the franchise, 
which would before long become a very 
valuable one. 


THE BOYLE HEIGHTS RAILROAD, 


At length the  much-talked-of clec- 
tric road to Boyle Heights has advanced 
so far that W. H. Workman has 
asked of the Council a franchise for 
a single or double track electric rail-

Sixth street to Ceres avenue, thence 
northenly on Ceres avenue to Central 
avenue, and thence northerly on Central 
avenue to Third street. 

As The Times has frequently stated, 
the construction of a line which will 
give rapid and frequent service to Boyle 
Heights is certain to be followed by a 

ig increase in the demand for prop- 
erty across the river.

CHEAPER MONEY. 

Money is temporarily a little dearer in 
Los Angeles, owing to the demand 
which exists for money to pay taxes 
with. This, however, is only a tempor- 
ary advance. Those who keep close 
track of the outlook in the financial 
market express the opinion that from 
now on money will be cheaper than it 
has been. In discussing this question 
more particularly as itaffects San 
Francisco, the Real Estate Circular of 
Thomas Magee & Sons, recently had the 
following pertinent remarks: 

“Money at Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia is worth 2 per cent. per 
annum only on call. It would not be 
correct to say that it is worth nothing 
on call in London, bit it is really wofth 
next to nothing. It is said that money 
is now so cheap there that ‘if a man 
has enough to buy a big brass plate, 
and to send out a hundred lithographed 
circulars, he will have a hundred 
bankers at his door next morning, thun- 
dering to get in to lend him money.“ 
Money is, indeed, a drug at the East 
and in Europe. It was never so cheap 
before, and yet it is everywhere likely 
to be still cheaper. f 

“Savings banks here and everywhere 
are going to pay lower dividénds, and 
it is high time they all did. We have 
repeatedly said that, low as many 
think money now is here, it is too high. 
Like every other commodity which is 
offered, it must come down to the price 
at which users will take it. In other 
words, like everything else, it must find 
its level. It has not yet here come down 
as much as have rents and all commod- 
ities of life. The fact is, too, that good 
loans here are now nearly as scarce as 
hen's, teeth, rendering it imperative 
that to secure the best of loans and en- 
courage borrowing the inducement of 
yet lower rates of interest must be 
held out. No savings bank will eny 
longer pay as high dividend rates as 
those which have heretofore prevailed. 
The bank that did-so now would there- 
by invite suspicion that it was making 
an illegitimate bid for business, and of- 
fering its depositors larger dividends 
than there is legitimately in the use 
of money. 

“The Hibernia Bank, lending at 6% 
per cent. and being robbed out of 2 
per cent.of that rate in taxes, has its 
net earnings reduced to 4% per cent.

been lavishing money by the hundreds 
of millions in investments—nay, rather 
in the wildest of speculations—in South 
America, Australia, New Zealand, At- 
rica, and other countries. It has lost 
enarmously in these vefitures. But no 
amount of waste of her capital abroad 
seems capable of seriously reducing 
her surplus at home, or of raising in- 
terest above merely nominal rates. 

“The whole world, and not a few 
favoréd countries only, is now being 
exploited and developed as it never 
was before, by almost unlimited capi- 
tal. Old money-centers are investing 
fearful sums in this far-off develop- 
ment, and losing the most of it in the 
process, too. But they are doing an 
immense work for world progress and 
for bettering the condition of the hu- 
man race. Cheap money here means 
development of city and State re 
sources. The professional money-lend- 
ers may cry out at this, but savings 
bank depositors—mostly men of small 
means—should not, for low dividends 
mean cheap loans, and cheap money 
means development and plenty of work 
at good wages in both city and State. 
Every dollar lost in reduced dividends 
means twenty to fifty coming back in 
wages to small depositors. In Red 
Bluff in 1861 a biacksmith who had 
$5000 loaned it to his employer at the 
then current rate for unsecured loans 
of 5 per cent. a mont The journey- 
man therefore drew $125 a month from 
his paltry capital, and feeling like a 
capitalist, he went off to the Sandwich 
Islands as a traveler of leisure. The 
prices 1 for work by his em- 
ployer may judged from the interest 
tate he was paying. 

“Today a man who gets $16.66 2-3 a 
month—that is to say, at the rate of 
4 per cent a year for $500—is getting all 
the lender can surely pay, that is, 
safely, pay for it. Money, like knowl- 
edge, is still power, but it is not nearly 
so all-powerful in an interest-bearing 
sense, nor so all-absorbing in its earn- 
ings as it used to be. When John Par- 
rot died his estate was valued at 117. 
000,000—mostly earned in about twenty- 
five years’ money lending here. If he 
weré now alive, and at the same age 
began lending again with his original 
capital, it would take him nearer one 
hundred than twenty-five years to

NORTHERN CITRUS LAND. 

A San Francisco firm which has a 
branch office in Los Angeles is offering 
for sale tracts in a colony located near 
Oakdale, in Stanislaus county, known 
as the Orange Blossom colony, A spe- 
claity is to be made of orange culture. It 
is said that the section is comparatively 
free from frost, and that the orange 
grows well there. Land is offered at 
prices which seem low to Southern Call- 
fornians, namely, $70 per acre for unim- 
proved land, with water right; and $175 
per acre for land, including a perpetual 
water-right, plowed and cultivated and 
planted to orange trees. In this section 
it would be difficult to get good unim- 
proved citrus land with a water right 
for $175 per acre, but then in Southern 
California orange-growing is an estab- 
lished certainty, whereas north of the 
Tehachepl, to judge from the insignifi- 
cant amount of oranges produced after 
twenty years or more of attempts, it 
must still be regarded in the light of an 
experiment, and this is quite a different 
thing. People expect to get a thing 
cheap when they have to take 
chances. When Central and Northern 
California begin to ship oranges by the 
trainload, those sections will find it easy 
to dispose of all the land they have in 
the orange belt. 

STREET ASSESSMENTS. 

The Warrant and assessment for side- 
walk on the north side of Eleventh 
street between Sentous and Vernon 
was issued November 18, to the con- 
tractor, W. O. Newcomb, to whom pay- 
ments should be made. 

The warrant for the construction of 
the two flushtanks in St. James Park 
will probably 
tractor this week. As the district of 
assessment for this work only covered 
a portion of the park and omitted the 
city fountain entirely, the Council will 
probably pass a resolution to have the 
city appropriate a portion of the ex- 
penses of this work. 

November 19 the Street Superinten- 
dent advertised in the official paper all 
the delinquent assessments for opening 
Twelfth street into Alvarado. These 
will be sold November 29, unless paid 
previous to that date.

RAIN DESCENDED. 


Resdson for Flying Fair“ and Other 
Flags Together. 

Weather Observer Franklin received 
a telegram from the government fore- 
cast Official at San Francisco yesterday 
afternoon, predicting for Southern Cali- 
fornia a decided fall in temperature by 
Friday night. 

Some people, Mr. Franklin said last 
night, appeared to misunderstand the 
interpretation of the three flags which 
flew from above the Wilson block yes- 
terday. They failed to see why a fair 
flag and a rain“ flag should be out at 
the same time. 

As hanging yesterday, there was at 
the top a square white flag, meaning 
fair weather, a triangular blue flag 
next under it, meaning lower tempera- 
ture, and at the bottom a square blue 
flag. meaning rain. In order to under- 
stand the meaning, one should read 
from above downward, and with the 
flags arranged as yesterday, one will 
readily interpret the signals as meaning 
fair weather, followed by colder tem- 
perature and that succeeded by rain. 


Verdugo Canyon Water Matters. 


The people of Glendale, Tropico, Ver- 
dugo and surrounding country had a 
big water meeting Wednesday. Resolu- 
tions were adopted in favor of Com- 
pleting the work of developing the un- 
derground flow of the Verdugo Canyon, 
and the directors of the Verdugo Can- 
yon Water Company were directed to 
proceed without delay to complete the 
work as soon as the necessary funds 
therefor were obtained. In deference to 
the wishes of Judge Ross and Capt. 
Thom, the immediate work in hand is 
to be confined to protecting the work 
already done from injury or damage by 
the possible storms of winter. An as- 
| sessment of $1 per share is to be levied 
at once to pay off the indebtedness in- 
curred in prosecuting the work thus far. 
There was some/sharp criticism of the 
management of the work heretofore, 
mainly growing out of reports and 
rumors regarding it, though having 
some foundation in several serious mis- 
takes of workmen, and an error of judg- 
ment on the part of directong in hiring 
instead of buying a pumping oytfit. The 
result of the development work as it 
stands is 125 inches developed, with 300 
inches in sight.
